Wen Paris heard this, be deſired to know the L adie, and 
Venus ſatd, It is faire Hellen of Greece, che wife of King 
Menelaus, the that is the Jem of the wozld, the treaſure of 
beauty, and the glogie of all eies which bebsld her: then pꝛe⸗ 
ſently Paris gave her the Wall, and con irm dher fairer then 
the other Goddeſſes. Then in anstþer place was figured bots he 
won Hellen, bꝛaught her ts Troy, the ſolemnitie at the marri⸗ 
age, the hondur at the triumphs, and all things elle contained 
in that large ſtoꝛp. 

Now fo? the Glaſſe-Py2roz. it was not infericur to either 
of the other: fo2 the glaſſe tobich Read thereon was of ſuch 
bertue, that men might be o perceive cherein whatſeeber was 
done within a mile thereof, whether it wers the actions of men, 
v2 beaſts, oz any thing elle the owner would deffre ro know, 
and whoſoever but gaze therein, if he had any maladie what- 
foeber,. ft was pzeſently cured. Sa great were the bertusg 
of this rare Glaſſe, that wonder nut if I ſhed teares to thinks 
of the loſſe: for the wad in which wis Glaſſe &gd was light 
and faft, and is called Catine, it will laſt eber: foz wozmes, 
duſt, wet noz time can conſune it, and therefoze Ring Solo- 


mon ſteled bis Temple with the ſame ; the value excieds far

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the Poꝛte, and pzeſentiie-Crampart turning a pin that ed 
in the been of the Engine mobed and went out of the Palace 
thzougb the windowes, and in the art minute he was gone 
at leaſt ten miſe, Clama es wa niuch affrigbted at the won- 
ter, and imagined (as the ſtoꝛie ſaid) that be ſþculd never 
babe returned back againe ; but of his long journey, much 
fear, great trouble, and infinite joy, When be had learned to 
manage and goberne the wooden beat, XI leabe toſpeake fo;

In 
the upper part thereof Geod a-Pozſe in his naturall glozp, fat, 
faire, and fierie, which -bzabed aſtatelie Hart which ran be- 
foꝛe bim: but ſeeing he could not overtake the Hart ia ſwitc- 
neſſe, at which he inimuitely diſsained, he went to a Peardf- 
man ſtanding by, and told him, if be would belp him to take 
a Hart which ve weuld ſhew him, he ſpenld hade all tbe poſit 
of the conqueſt, as the hoznes, skin, and fleſþ : Thea tle 
Þeardſman asked him what meanes be ſbould uſe to get him:
